Paris, March 13.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A tremendous crowd 
gathered in the Chamber of Lcputies 
‘today, anticipating a Cabinet crisis. 
The Boulangist and Royalist attack 
upon the government was delayed until 
the return of M. Bourgeois, ex- Minister 
of Justice, from Court. As soon as he 
appeated, Armand Despres, Republican 
Deputy for Seine, made the interpella- 
‘tion of which he had already given no- 
tice concerning the government’s 
knowledge of the Soinoury interview 
with Mme. Cottu. 

Godfrey Caivagnac (Republican) also 
spoke in support of the interpellation. 
Then M. Bourgeois, pale, though self-pos- 
sessed, walked tothe Speaker's tribune. 
He began huskily, but quickly clearing 
his throat, shouted: ‘Those charges 
are absolutely false; I have appeared 
before the court and answered every- 
thing. Inow have a right to hold up 
my head. There is nobody to gainsay 
it.’ After the applause and cheers had 
subsided Botrgeois repeated the state- 
ment he had made in court. 

M. Ribot said Bourgeois had vindi- 
cated his own honor. He, himself, 
would now vindicate the honor of his 
country. Hesaid: ‘‘The story told by 
‘Mme. Cottu, if not false, was distorted. 
Loubet had told the Premier that Soin- 
oury had been requested by an interme- 
diary to grant an interview to Mme. 
Cottu. Soimoury understood Mme. 
| Cottu wished merely to ask that she 
might be-allqwed to see her husband. 
Loubet authorized Soinoury to receive 
her, supposing she had fo other busi- 
nessin viewthan arranging to visit 
Cottu. Recertly Mme, Cottu requested 
that she be allowed to have an inter- 
view with the Prefect of Police.

PANAMA TRIAL. 


Excitement as Great as at 
Since the Start. | 

Paris, March.18,—jBy Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Theapproaches to the 
Palais de Justice were thronged today 
by excited crowds. There has not been 
such excitement since the beginning of 
the Panama scandal. The crowds are 
composed of ailclasses, from the So- 
cialist to the wealthy merchant and 
tinancier. The courtroom was thronged 
with as many as could obtain admit- 
tance. Some thought the features of 
Charles de Lesseps bore a look of 
triumph. while even Baihut looked less 
crushed than at any. time previous since 
his pitiful confession. As soon as the 
court opened the presiding judge or- 
dered that Bourgeois, late Minister of 
Justice, be summoned to testify. 

GOLIARD TESTIFIES. 

M. Goliard testified today ‘that’ he 
knew the secretary of Henri Cottu, and 
it was at the initiative of the secretary 
that he saw Police Commissary Nicoll 
with a view to effecting an arrangement 
between the government and the Pan- 
ama directory, This interview led toa 
discussion which took place between 
Mme. Cottn and M. Soinoury, chiet ot 
the detective department, ‘The witness 
said he acted entirely on his own re- 
sponsibility in bringing about the inter- 
views. 

M. Bourgeois, late Minister of Justice, 
next tvok the stand, He spoke with 
firmness and energv, aud showed a dis- 
position not to conceal anything that 
could explain his position toward the 
Panama case and the defendants. He 
emphatically repudiated all the insinva- 
tions contained in the evidence of Mme. 
Cottu. He denied having authorized 
anybody to actin bis behalf. He said 
he only permitted Mme. Cottu to see 
her husband from motives ot humanity 

There was a brief passage betweeu 
Bourgeois and M. Barboux, which 
ended with the latter saying: ‘Nobody 
here doubted the sincerity of Mme. 
Cottu’s evidence.’’ 

VIOLENT UPROAR. 

Charles de Lesseps here arose and in 
a bold manner, in tones that rang 
through the room, said: ‘*M. Bourgeois 
attacked me'a little while ago, Well,

At this the uproar in the audience was 
renewed, many taking part with Bour- 
geois and others with his accusers. 

When the hearing was resumed Soi- 
noury was recalled. He made a long 
statement to the effect that neither 
Bourgeois nor any other minister was 
in any way responsible for his inter- 
view with Mme. Cottu. He himself 
originated the idea of a conference 
with her. The charges that he threat- 
ened Mme. Cottu or promised her any 
favor in return for any information she 
might give were utterly false.

SACRAMENTO, March 18.—[Special.] 
Sacramento is in the dumps and San 
José correspondingly elated. “The rep- 
resentative citizens of the future Capi- 
tal City are painting the staid old city 
of railroad shops and levees a luminous 
Vermillion tonight. Exactly at 10 
o’clock tonight a last attempt, was 
made. It was on a motion to take from

RECONSIDERATION MOVED.

At first 
little attention was paid to the incipi- 
ent blaze, many taking it as a newspa- 
per’s weak attempt ata joke, but when 
fanned by the breeze of discontent it 
became a more serious matter. ..And 
when Senator Seymour of San Bernar- 
dino wilfully poured oil on the flames a 
conflagration was soon in progress that 
no amount of filibustering on the part 
of Sacramento could subdue.

The Legislature will probably wind up ite 
labors before this time next week. Its 
members have devoted more time to social 
amusement and midnight hilarity than they 
have to the transaction of public business. 
In this the State is, to be congratulated. 
had a tendency. to make unchaste and de- 
moralized individuals, they have had a be- - 
neficent effectin preventing the creation, in-. 
troduction and passage of many pernicious 
measures crippling the expansion of the 
material interests of the State. 

The horde of powdered and gaily appar- 
eled women that has attended this session 
of the Legislature has been large. They 
have smiledand fawned, flattered and ca- 
joled the law-makers with all that artifice 
so characteristic of their class. Early in 
the session their numerical strength was 
greatin both chambers. They came from 
all parts of the State, and swarmed about 
the Capitolin a wealth of finery and ex- 
posed charms, which insured to many of 
their flock wine, pate de foie gras and con- 
vival companionship for the remainder of 
the session. 

Manv stories of midnight have 
been told. Their frequent recitals have 
made them public property. Itis related 
of one aged law-maker, how,in company 
with a gay butterfly. he went out on a mid- 
nightlark. They wentto a swell restau 
rant. The wine was ordered, and for sev. 
eral hours it flowed with bounty. Both be- 
came uproariousily intoxicated, when the 
woman mounted the table and tried to exe.

The most dangerous and ‘iialavons of the 
immoral legislators are those who keep 
open house. When they meet their fellow 
associates. who are inthe habit of visiting 
places where sin is rampant and for sale, 
they wear a “I-am-more-holier-than-thou”’ 
look, but they are the Pharisees of our own 
time. In their dens innocent girls—girls 
who, through their influence, have secured 
clerkships, are led into temptation, are de- 
filed and made unclean. 

No matter how straightened the circum- 
stances ot the. family may be, girls blos- 
soming into womanhood, or who have 
reached that ripe state of perfection, had 
better restrain all ambition, laudable as it 
may seem, in relievtng the family by sécur- 
ing a legislative position, and keep away 
from Sacramento during a session of the 
Legislature.

Now, the~Zelaesque editors 


Bee, when they prepared the matter 
and forms for last night’s edition, 
probably imagined that this particular 
issue would astonish the natives, such a 
spirit of enterprise having heretofore 
been an unknown quantity in silurian 
Sacramento. Ina measure they were 
right, but they ‘reckoned without their 
host’”—the Legislature. As it was, 
both the natives and the Legislature 
were taken bv surprise—one at the un- 
expected spirit of enterprise displayed, 
and the other at the naked truth ex- 
posed in the realistic efforts of the 
‘‘great afternoon daily of Northern Cal- 
ifornia.’’ 

‘At any rate, the paper was in great 
demand. Everybody -bought one, and 
many comments were made: The 
newspaper boys here decided that it 
was a clever piece of journalistic writ- 
ing, but the more serious of the mem- 
bers thought there might be good 
grouhds for future libel suits, although 
no names were mentioned ina single 
instance. So when Senator Seymour 
last night introduced his resolution. as 
a capital joke on the Bee and its con- 
stituents, the matter was taken more 
seriously than its author intended. 
The section of the proposed constitu- 
ticnal amendment, which ‘took like 
wild-fire,’’ reads as follows: 


“Section 1. Thecity of San José is 
hereby declared to be the seat of gov- 
ernment of this State, and shall so re- 
main until changed by law; but no law 
changing the seat of government shall 
be valid or binding unless the same be 
approved and ratified by a majority of 
the qualified electors of the State vot- 
ing therefor at a general State elec- 
tion, under such regulations and pro- 
visions as the Legislature, by a two- 
thirds vote of each house, may provide, 
submitting the question of change to 
the people. Provided, that the State 
shall receive a donation of a 
site of not less than ten acres 
and $1,000,000 before’ such re- 
moval shall be had. The Governor, 
the Secretary of State and the Attor- 
ney-General are herebv authorized to 
approve gaid site, and upon approval 
thereof and the. payment of $1,000,- 
0U0 into the State treasury, the Legis- 
lature shall provide for the erection of 
the necessary building and the removal 
of the seat of government.”’ 

After the reading by the clerk it was 
rushed through the Senate under a sus- 
pension of the rules. Senator Hart of 
Sacramento protesced, but without 
avail. It wascarried by the requisite 
constitutional majority and immedi- 
ately transmitted to the Assembly. 
Here the rules were also sus- 
pended and the resolution adopted, 
but not until after a callof the House 
was demanded, and about a dozen ab- 
sentees were dragged from their beds 
and other places around town. Two 
hours were consumed before the requi- 
site voting strength was obtained, but 
the members of the House were more in, 

-earnest than the Senate, and several 
attempts to suspend proceedings under 
the call of the House were voted down, 
The Legislature was now in dead earn- 
est, and the clocks of the Assembly 
were set back by order of the Speaker 
at midnight, so as not to encroach on 
Sunday, legislatively speaking. Mr. 
Anderson of Sacramento, who had only 
the night before engineered the Gov- 
vernor’s mansion job through~the As-

There was some talk in a jocu- 
lar way about securing the capital 
for Los Angeles, but the impractica- 
bility of this was 80 apparent 
that it did not last long, ote as a joke. 
In regard to the removal to San José 
proposition, there is a strong sentiment 
that it would be the best thing that 
could happen for the State. A number 
of citizens were interviewed yesterday, 
a majority of whom favored the change. 
The main, in fact, the only, objection 
offered was that the present State- 
house and other public buildings would 
be aloss tothe State. Against this, on 
the other hand, it was argued that the 
property could either be sold or used 
for other purposes, and that ‘the $1,- 
000,000 subsidy and ~ ten-acre site 
offered by San José would offset’ the 
loss. 

Martin Marsh, who returned from 
Sacramento yesterday, says the whole 
city is torn up over the “matter, and 
nothing else is talked of. When the 
bill was first introduced’ by» Senator 
Seymour, he says it was looked upon as 
a joke. This idea was, however, 
quickly dispelled when it was ‘seen how 
favorably the proposition was: received. 
It took at once, and the rapidity with 
which the sentiment sptead literally 
raised the hair on the heads of the Sac- 
ramentans.

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


Failure of the Atkinson House Furnishing 
‘Company. 

Boston, March 18.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Atkinson House 
Furnishing Company, with fourteen 
in other _New... England 
cities, has made an assignment. Presi- 
dent Atkinson says the liabilities are 
$1,500,000; assets, $3,000,000. 
The failure was caused by light col- 
lections and inability to meet acall loan 
on Saturday. The firm will probably 
pay its debts in full. 

President Atkinson was seen this 
afternoon and said: ‘Of course it is a 
big failure, but I have reason to be- 
lieve the assets will more than cover 
the liabilities. The ‘stringent money | 
market was the cause of all this.”’ 

“Do you think you have ‘overesti- | 
mated or underestimated your liabili- 
ties when you assert they are but 
$1,500,000?" was asked. 

“I don’t think I have underestimated 
them; certainly not,’’ Atkinson re- 
plied. ‘In fact, I believe they will 
fall short of $1,500,000.” 

When the corporation was formed it 
assumed the liabilities as well as the 
assets of B. A. Atkinson & Co., the 
original incorporators of the company, 
who began business in Portland in Au- 
gust, 1887. The business up to that date 
was a branch of B. A. Atkinson’s Bos- | 
ton store and under the management of 
Isaac C. Atkinson. B. A. Atkinson re- 
ceived from the new corporation one- 
fifth of 50,000 shares of stock as a 
bonus for his interest, at which time 
the stock on hand and accounts 
amounted to $197,000. The whole of 
this property was turned over to the 
new company. Shortly after this the 
capital stock was increased trom $500\- 
000 to $1,000,000. And some people 
in the furniture trade who hold stocks 
in the Atkinson House Furnishing Com- 
pany and B. A. Atkinson &'Co_ report | 
they have received semi-annual divi- 
dends of 5 per cent. 

Since: the combination was formed 
and consolidation effected, and the 
headquarters removed to Boston, the 
writer is informed that many manufac- 
turers of New England, who have been 
selling goods to B. A. Atkinson & Co. and 
the present corporation, have been re- 
| quested to take blocks of stock ranging 
from $1000 to $10,000, the traders 
being reminded thatif they could stay 
in the corporation they would be likely 
to receive the bulk of the trade in their 
lines, but the company reserved the 
right to buy goods where it pleased. 
However, the prices between stockhold- 
ers and non-stockholders being equal, 
the former would receive the company’s 
business. Financial men of Boston and 
New England looked upon the scheme 
with more or less criticism and doubt, 
because it was rumored that very many 
of the leases of the concern are pledged 
‘to money-lenders in New England for 
loans at a high rate of interest.

‘LETTER CARRIERS WIN. Homes. 


Oe ee Law as Construed by the 
Supreme Court, 
1 8.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Pres.] The Supreme Court this 
morning affirmed the judgment of the 
Court of Claims in favor of the letter 
carriers in the cases of A. S. Post and 
Frank Gates. These cases arose under 
the act prescribing eight hours asa 
day’s work for letter carriers. 
It was contended by the letter car- 
‘riers that the Postoffice Department in 
construing the act violated its intent 
and purpose, and was requiring more 
labor from them than contemplated. 
In the Gates case the question was 
whether or not the eight-hour provision, 
as applied to letter carriers, meant an 
average of eight hours per day fora 
month, the department holding ‘that a 
deficit in the eight hours on Sundays 
or other days could be set ‘off against 
the excess over. eight hours on other | 
days. The court rules this, cannot be

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


A Fair Day’s 


| Work by the 
Manicipe! Legislators. 


The Subject of Fenders for Street 
“Cars Discussed. 


Another Lenethy Debate on the 
Second-street Pavement. 


Action Postponed Until Friday After- 
noon—Keports of the Several Offi- 
Cers and Committees Pre- 
sented—Street Work.

The City Council met soon after 10 
o’clock yesterday morning with Coun- 
cilman Rhodes, Munson, Nickell, Innes, 
Pessell, Strohm, Campbell and Presi- 
dent Teed pfesent. 

After the reading and approval of 
the minutes of the last meetings, the 
following telegram was received, read 
and filed:

The report of the City Auditor, and 
also that of the manager of the free 
labor bureau, were received and filed. 

A revort was received from the City 
Clerk stating that in the matter of the 
opening of Lucas avenue. and the plot 
of assessments in relation to it, the 
commissioners had filed their report in 
that matter, and that the time for pro- 
tests had expired. On recommenda- 
tion of the Clerk the report was 
adopted. 


C. W. PENDLETON, 


A similar report fromthe City Clerk, | for. 


in relation to the widening of Pico | 
Street, from Main to Figueroa, stated 
that, within the proper time, protests 
against the work had been received, 
and that he recommended that a day 
for the hearing of the protests be set. 
On motion of Councilman Rhodes the 
time of hearing was fixed at next Mon- 


ay. 

The City Clerk then read quite a 
lengthy communication from himself 
showing how by, a peculiar combination 
of circumstances, there are at present 
existing several tax sale certificates 
against pieces of property on Washing- 
ton street, between Main and Figueroa. 
He believed that there was no reason 


for. retaining them, and that it would. 


be just to cance] them, and, in explana- 
tion, said that a number of owners of 
property had been in his office and 
called his attention to the fact that 
they could not get clear abstracts of | 
title when these certificates existed as 
liens against the property. It was 
finally moved that the Street Superin- 
tendent be. instructed to cancel these | 
certificates. 
STREET CAR FENDERS. 

At this point the Council took a re- 
cess fora few minutes for the purpose 
of inspecting a fender to be attached to 
the end of an electricor cable railway 
Joseph P. Rowan, who has re- 
cently secured a patent on this inven- 
tion, was present and explained its 
workings. It can be attached to the 
end of a car by means of hinges and its 
bottom nearly touches the pavement. 
It is shaped somewhat after the manner 
of a locomotive cow-catcher, and if a 
| person should chance to be in the way 


of the car it is believed that it would 


prevent him-from being crushed under 
the wheels. 

After reassembling, on motion of 
President Teed that the atteution of 
the Zanja Committee be called to the 
discharge of water from the Arroyo de

The report of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, recommending the ac- 
ceptance of the bid made by the Union 
Iron Works for the construction of a 
steel water tank in the rear of the City 
Hall for $274 was adopted.

 OITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


The report of the City Engineer was” 


taken up, and the ordinance forthe con- 
struction of a six-foot cement sidewalk 
on a part of the north side of Eleventh 
street.was passed under suspension of 
the rules. In the matter of the grade 
of Figueroa street he stated that the 
grade previously established by En- 
gineer Eaton was, he believed, a better 
one than that at present on that street. 
He could see no special reason, outside 
of saving a cut on the west side of the 
street, for+having that street three feet 
higher on the west side. This was laid 
over. 

In the matter of improving Washing- 
ton street between San Pedro and Cen- 
tral avenue, Washington was not wide 
enough at Central avenue, at present, 
to admit of laving the proposed work. 
Referred to Board of Public Works. 

In the matter of improving a portion 
of Echandia street, the cost of the work 
would exoeed $1 per front foot. An 
ordinance of intention was filed and 
afterward passed under suspension of 
the rules. 3 

The matter of a sidewalk on Los An- 
geles street was referred to the City 
Engineer, with the request that he as- 
certain the width of sidewalk there. 

The Council then adjourned till after- 
noon.

You have referred % me the report. of 
the committee consisting of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, City Engineer and Board 
ot Public Works, in reference to the accept- | 
ance of the paving and sidewalking of 
Second street. You have not indicated for 
what purpose the matter has been referred 
to me, but I suppose it is to ascertain what 
subsequent steps will be necessary in the 
matter. The pruperty-owners having ap- 
pealed from the action of the Street Super- 
intendent, the matter again comes up as in 
the original instance, with the exception, 
that while in the first place the” acceptance 
of the Street Superintendent if not appealed 
from would have been final, it is now also 
necessary that the streets sbould be ac- 
‘cepted by the City Council. I believe that 
the Street Superintendent should file a 
formal acceptance of the same, after which 
you should order him to make a new war- 
rant, Iam of the opinion that the prop- 
erty-owners will have the same rights to 
again CEES trom to thi City Council within 
thirty 8 date of the warrant, 
as they had originally’ and in case the City 
Council, upon this appeal, should refuse to 
set aside its acceptance, as well as that of 
the Superintendent of Streets, the accept- 
ance would then become final. 

Mr. Murphy, representing the pro- 
before the Council. In behalf of those 
whom he represented he stated that 
the work had not been done in accord- 
ance with the contract, and that they 
proposed to prove thatit had not. H:; 
understood that the committee which 
had examined the work had not done so 
very thoroughly. This, however, as far 
as he was concerned, was hearsay. 
Some of the parts of the work had been 
patched up, but was there any warrant 
that the remainder was in proper con- 
dition. 
not there to punish any contractor, and 
they would be pleased to have it shown 
that the work was done right. This, 
however, could not be done. 

Councilman Campbell moved that the 
report be adopted, and said in explana- 
tion, that since it had been signed by 
the City Engineer,and other members of 
the committee the proper thing for the 
Council to do would be to accept it. 

Councilman Nickell said that until it 
Was proven that the materials in the 
street were according to contract he 
was unwilling to vote for its accept- 
ance. 

Councilman Rhodes that the 
committee had not been authorized to 
have made a thorough analysis of pieces 
of the work. but from the looks of the 
foundation it was of good material. 
He did not know what the proportions 
of theo materials used were, but he 
had favored an analysis from the first. 
As far as he was concerned, in regard 
to the acceptance of the work, the 
Street Superintendent and the City En- 
gineer, who were both supposed to be 
experts in such matters, were with the 
committee at the time of the inspec- 
tion. 

Councilman Munson said he thought 
that the affair should be got into shape 
to take action on, 

Judge Lamme, who represented the 
contractor’s side of the case, next 
spoke. He said he agreed with Mr. 
Munson, that the matter should be put 
in shape to take action on. He did not 
wish to lecture the Council on what 
their duties were. He believed they 
were men of intelligence. As for the 
Street Superintendent and the City 
Engineer, they were the officers of the 
; law, sworn to do their duty. He be- 
lieved they were entirely ‘honest in 
making their report about the condi- 
tion of the street. Their capability for 
their work could not be called in ques- 
tion. He did not believe they were 
‘“chumps."’ He wanted to know of the 
Council whose judgment they would 


‘take the matter, whether it should 


‘be that of these sworn officers of the 
law, or that of persons without author: 
ity. He asked that the Council should 
accept the work, and then the matter 
would be in shape so that if the people 
wanted to’ protest they could do so. 
. He wanted to know why it was that the 
protesting property-owners did not 
make a complaiut of the matter before 
the committee at the time of the in- 
vestigation made by that body. . 

City Engineer Dockweiler was then 
quegtioned by one of the Councilmen, 
and said that, although the work was 
examined soon after its completion, no 
fine-anatys 


He believed that the inspector ought to 
be indicted by. the grand jury. 

Mr. Murphy said that he hoped the 
Council would not prejudice the matter 
by then accepting the work. 

Mr. Covarrubias, representing Mr.

It was finally moved that when the 
Council adjourned, 
Wednesday at 2 p.m., and on Council- 
man Rhodes’ motion, it was ordered 
that the matter of the report be post- 
poned till that time. 

Counciiman Nickell moved that the 
Council should employ an analytical 
chemist to make an analysis of samples 
of the pavement. 

Some one wanted to know of the 
City Engineer if he could not analyze 
the samples:himself. He said he could 
not do it on account of not having the 
facilities tor such work. He said that 
a thorough analysis would require all 
of one day at least, and recommended 
that the Council should postpone the 


} matter till later than Wednesday. 


The motion to adjourn till Wednes- 


day, was then reconsidered, and it was. 


moved that when the Council adjourn, 
ii should doso till Friday instead of 
Wednesday, and it was also carried 
thatan analytical chemist should be 
employed to examine the work. 

CHANGED THE CON TRACT, 

A petition was received from George 
Tuttle, who has the contract for dispos- 
ing of dead animals. 
specities that the dead animals ‘shall 
be disposed of by cremation in such 
manner,’’ etc. The word ‘in’? in this 
contract was so written as to look like 
‘‘or,’’ and the contract was signed, it 
was claimed, with that understanding. 
Mr. Tuttle asked to be relieved from 
the contract, but was finally permitted 
to sochange itasto allow him to dis- 
pose of dead animals taken out of town 
without cremating them. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The City Attorney’s report was pre- 
sented, and action taken on the various 
recommepdations. 

The matter of the improvement of 
~Twenty-eighth street was referred to 
to Councilman Pessell. The matter of 
an assistant building inspector was 
taken up and resulted in causing about 
the same number of amendments as 
when considered for the two weeks pre- 
vious. Finally, however, James E. 
Cusick was elected to the position, and 
the ordinance was passed creating the 
office. 

The matter of the fender to’be at- 
tached to the end of street cars being 
considered, Councilman Strohm moved 
that the Council suggest to the street 
railway companies that the use of this 
fender be adopted by them. After 
some discussion it was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

On recommendation of the Street 
Superintendent the contractor working 
on Los Angeles street improvement 
was granted an extension of thirty 
day»’ time. 

The Council then adjourned.

A Man Must Pay for Damages 
Caused by a Vicious Dog. 


Claude Hill Sentenced to Four Years 
In State’s Prison. 


His Attorney Gives Notice of Appeal in 
Both Cases—a Chinese Acquitted 
on a Technicality—Court 

Notes—New Suits. 


Three opinions were recefted from™ 


the Supreme Court yesterday by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon for filing in this city, the 
cases to which they relate and the 
points involved therein being as follows: 


W. M. Boyd (respondent) vs. Jacques 
Oddous (appellant.) Action for damages 
alleged to have been suffered by plaintiff 
from the bite of adog owned and kept by 
defendant, it being alleged that the dog 


was vicious and accustomed to bite man. 


kind, of which defendant had notice, and 
that plaintiff was bitten in consequence of 
the negligent manner in which defendant 
kept thedog. The defendant in his answer 
admits that heowned and kept the dog, but 


denies all other material averments of the 


complaint, and, as an affirmative defense, 
alleges ‘‘that if plaintiff had used ordinary 
caution,’’ he could have avoided coming in 
contact with the dog. This seems to have 


been intended as an averment of contrib- | 


utory negligence on the part of plaintiff. 
The verdict was in favor of plaintiff, as- 
sessing the damages at $450, according to 
which judgment was rendered. Defendant 
appeals fromthe judgmeat, andfrom an 
order denying his motion for a new trial. 
The first and principal point urged by ap- 
pellant is that the complaint fails to state 
a cause of action, because it dves not nega- 
tive contributory negligence on pliintiff’s 
part, and that, therefore, defendant's de- 
murrer tothe complaint and his motion 
for non-suit should have been sustained. 


| The Supreme Court, however, says that the 


contrary doctrine seems to be firmly estab- 
lished inthis State (Magee vs. N. P. R. R, 
Co., 78 Cal, 430, etc.) The court also 
holds that there is no foundation inthe 
record for the point that evidence of spe- 
cial damages not pleaded was permitted, as 
nosuch evidence appears, nor does it ap- 
pear that any evidence of damage was ob- 
jected toon the ground that the damage 
was not specially pleaded. 

It is contended that the-evidence does not 
justify a verdict of negligence on the part 
of defendant, and, if it does, that the jury 
should have found contributory negligence 
of plaintiff, but upon both ot these issues 
the evidence was conflicting, and therefore 
the verdictasto neither should be dis- 
turbed, in the opinion of thecourt. Judg- 
ment and order affirmed. 

La Societé Francaise de Bienfuisance 
Mutuelle de Los Angeles (respondent) vs. 
Henry Wiedemann et al (appellants). This 
is an appeal by Roth & Co. from that por. 
tion of the decree of foreclosure and order 
of sale which adjudges and. decrees that if 
the moneys arising from the sale shall be 
insufficient to pay the amount found due to 
plaintiff, together with the costs and ex- 
the clerk shall docket a 

dgment for the balance against Roth & 
Co., together with interest on.such de- 
ficiency judgment at the rate of 7 per eent. 
per annum, and also from the deficiency 
judgment for $1265.75 against defendant 
entered by the clerk wpon the return of the 
Sheriff, who sold the land at public auction 
to plaintiff for $2000. 

Itis claimed bv appellant that there is 
nothing in the complaint upon which to 
base the deficiency judgment against Roth 
& Co., and the Supreme Court is of the 
opinion that the contention is sound, and 
therefore that portion of the decree 
described in the notice of appeal and the 
deficiency judgment entered by the clerk 
against Roth & Ce. are reversed. 

Rogers (respondent) vs. Duhart (appel- 
laut)... Action to recover $2000 damages 
alle ge 8h to have been sustained by reason 
of the defendant having on February 1, 
“entered upon plaintiff's property, 
which he had leased from the executors of 
the estate of Miguel Leonis, deceased, ‘and 
driven and kept upon said land 400 head 
of cattle and 3000 head of sheep, which 
trod down and depastured all the grass and 
herbage thereon, etc., without plaintiff's 
consent.”’ Judgment and order pelt 
from affirmed. 


CLAUDE HILL SENTENCED.

President Reinhart Promises to 
Make ‘Few. 


The Santa Fe P@ople All Pleased 
With His Election. 


How Rature Helps Out the Lines of 
Railroads. 


8The Cost of Fuel for Locomotives—The 
Question of Ticket Commissions— - 
General, Local and Per- 
sonal Notes, 


The advent of J. W. Reinhart as 
president of the Santa Fé system is 
hailed all along the line, not, more for 
his well-known efficiency than for his 
announced intention to make no 
changes, though he has the appointing 
power over all other officials. Only 
one change was made in the auditing 
department in the five years of his con- 
trol, and that one was a voluntary resig- 
nation. He kept the same force during 
the entire reorganization and operated 
the department, through consolidations 
and systematizing of work, ata saving 
of $80,000 a year, while traffic has in- 
creased 48.29 per cent. 
Reinhart is an ardent advocate of ele- 
vated roads in Chicago.. He, ‘believes 
the resultaimed at by the City Coun- 
cil was inevitable, and that the sooner 
railroads elevate their tracks within 
the city limits of Chicago the better it 
will be for them. In four days’ work 
he formulated a plan for refunding 
$183,000,000 of Atchison bonds of 
twenty or more different issues, of dif- 
ferent dates of expiration and of differ- 
ent rates of interest. . The refunding 
was completed exactly as proposed and 
without the spending of a cent in com- 
missions to. bankers. Naturally, after 
» this evidence of the ability of one road 
to handle such a vast sum, President 
Reinhart avprehends the twenty-one 
terminal roads in Chicago will have 
little difficulty. in raising the money 
necessary to clevate their tracks. [Tor 
twenty-one years, since he was 16 years 
ola, he has been constantly in railroad 
service.

FAMOUS NUGGETS. 


| Where Some of the Famous Gola Finds 
Were Made. 
[St. Louis Republic. } 
On August 18, 1866, a monster piece 
of.gold was taken from the Monumental 
mine, near Sierra Buttes. This giant 


weighed 


was estimated to be worth $80,000. 
The mine was owned by William A. 
Farrish & Co. The nugget was after- 
ward sold to R. B. Woodward of San 
Francisco for $21,636.62, and was 
placed on exhibition at the famous 
Woodward's gardens. 


Chipp's Flats, in the Rainbow mine: 
One account says that it weighed 1902 
ounces, another that it weighed but 
T4002. 
correct, as it was sold by H. H. Noble 
of San Francisco to a London firm for 
$22,000 even. 

As early as 1855a nugget was found 
in the French ravine which weighed 
532 ounces, and was sold for $10,00C. 
Before the discovery of the last men- 


yielded one lump that weighed 426 
ounces. one of L46 ounces and another 
of 93 ounces. 

Smith’s Flat, another celebrated min- 


ing locality in California, turned out

HISTURIGAL SOCLETY. 


A Matter Out of the Ordinary Rou- 
tine Discussed. 


Quite a Breeze Raised Over the Appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Hart as Custodian 
of the World's Fair 
Exhibit. 


The Historical Society of Southern 
California held a somewhat breezy ses- 
sion last night in Judge Austin’s court- 
room. ‘The members were out in larger 
force than usual, and, after some rou- 
tine business, a paper was read by H.

John Griffin, written in January, 1847, 
and narrating ¢vents of the most 
thrilling incidents—battle scenes be- 
tween the Mexicans and Californians, 
It was noted that most of the men who 
met death were killed by the accidental 
discharge of guns. *

Mrs. Jeanne C. Carr was present and 
questioned very much the abvisability 
of sending any exhibit under the name 
of the society. 

Miss Kelso, who opposed sending the 
exhibit, but was overruled bya major- 
ity of the board, gave her reasons ina 
very reasonable way.

The exhibit will be singled out at 
once by specialists, and it is of the 
utmost importance that the most com- 
petent people should selected 
to represent the society.
